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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

It is not clear how the container can be identified in claim 1 as a "soil containing" 
member, but later in claim 8, be detailed as being filled with a liquid. Clarification and 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 

Patent #5,836,129 to JAECKLIN. In reference to claims 1 and 10, JAECKLIN discloses 

the use of a protection barrier (MT) including a plurality of soil containing structures (GT) 

superimposed upon one another in such a way as to for vertical walls (column 4, lines 

24-27) and a means for absorbing shock waves (FL) positioned inside the walls. 

JAECKLIN discloses the basic claimed barrier except for explicitly detailing two vertical 
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walls. Although JAECKLIN is silent in this regard, he does, however indicate that his 
members can be assembled to for a wall. Thus it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made that the members of 
JAECKLIN be capable of forming two walls since the mere duplication of essential parts 
of an invention involves only routine skill in the art. Regarding claims 2-5, the barrier 
(MT) further includes a transverse connecting means (NT) engaged with the vertical 
walls to increase the compactness of the barrier; wherein the transverse connecting 
means (NT) are vertical and horizontal panels made from mesh wire or netting, column 
2, line 19 that are geosynthetic material, column 2, line 20. Regarding claims 6,7 and 9, 
the shock absorbing means (FL) are granular or pourable type material that also 
inherently have sound absorbing characteristics positioned inside the containers (GT). 
In reference to claim 8, JAECKLIN does not teach water as a filler; however, t would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to select a known material suitable for the use intended as an obvious matter of 
design choice. For instance, if the barrier is used to slow down cars upon impact but 
not damage the car, water would be better to se as a filler instead of sand or gravel. 
Further regarding claim 10, the containers (GT) are box-shaped.
